Chile, 
in sho rt, will g et an 85 per cent 
slice o f the fo o d aid that will be 
pu mped 
into all o f Latin 
America. 
On 
December 
30, 
19 7 4, 
Co ng ress cut o ff all military 
assistance to Chile. Until 
Co ng ress interv ened, ho wev er, 
military aid to Santiag o was 
steadily climbing .

These are merely the o bv io us 
way s Washingto n has helped

Orientatio n,” was attended by 
993 stu dents. Ov er half o f them - 
504- were Chilean o fficers.

W hat'things? Maybe an editorial that supports a

that makes you uncomfortable. Or a statement that you 
feel is misleading or even untrue. 
The fact is, however, that newspapers must be allowed 
to print anything they wish to, subject to libel and slander 
laws. This is what the First Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution is all about. 
The First Amendment guarantees that the United 
States shall have a free press. It does not guarantee a fair 
press, or a responsible press ... only a free press. For 
nearly two hundred years the First Amendment has 
protected newspapers and small newspapers ... good 
newspapers and bad ones ... responsible journalists and 
irresponsible hacks. 
During this period of time, the American press has had 
... and does have ... an overwhelming majority of com­ 
petent and responsible members. To be sure, the 
. dissidents, and rabble rouses, the kooks have been 
around and have had the opportunity to be heard. But the 
voices of reason, of responsibility and good judgment 
have prevailed ... and will continue to prevail so long as 
the press is free.

When George Meany, presidentof the AFL-CIO used 
the power of the boycott on loading grain on ships bound 
for Russia, most of the American people felt that this 
influence on the policy of government was too much. 
This is reflected in a survey conducted on public at­ 
titudes toward the doings of organized labor by Opinion 
Research Corporation of Princeton, N.J., a service of the 
Gallup people, which has done the survey annually for 
the last 10 years. 
This year’s report was released recently, and the at­ 
titude of the public, and of union members, themselves, 
varies from year to year. 
On one highlight question this year 50 per cent of the 
public found that unions are “too powerful.” Last year, 
42 per cent held this opinion. 
Opposition to unemployment benefits for strikers has 
risen significantly since November, 1973, among both the 
public and union members. On granting welfare to 
strikers, union members are about evenly divided, while 
the public is opposed. 
As for food stamps, the picture has remained steady in 
- the last year or so. Nearly two out of three union mem­ 
bers feel that strikers should be allowed to buy stamps, 
while the public as a whole is about evenly divided - 48 
; per cent in favor and 44 per cent opposed 
An analysis of the complete survey shows that, as in 
1974, three out of four people feel that the country is in a 
^ penod of labor trouble and unrest, and an increasing 
number express the view that “labor unions are too 
« powerful.”

Britannica, 
for instance, then arranged with 
the London office of Novosti, the 
Soviet news agency, to supply 
articles on the USSR. Not long 
after, the head of that office was 
expelled from Britain as a spy. 
N o n e th e le ss, 
B rita n n ic a 
proceeded with its use of Novosti 
personnel to write its articles on 
the Soviet Union. There are, for 
instance, 15 articles on the 15 
“ republics” of the Soviet Union. 
In four of these, the Communist 
party 
is 
identified 
as 
“ the 
leading political organization.” 
In three others, the party is 
described 
as 
“ the 
guiding 
political organization” and in 
another as “the most important 
political 
orgamzation”-a s 
if 
th ere 
w ere 
other 
p a rtie s 
allowed 
The article on the 
U krainian 
Soviet 
Socialist 
Republic lists three “ political 
organizations” : the Communist 
party, the Lenin Communist 
Youth League and the (school 
age) Communist Pioneers. 
Nowhere in the Britannica is it 
mentioned that the Communist 
party is the only one perm itted 
to exist. There is no mention of 
religious 
or 
political 
p e r­ 
secution, “We don’t deal with 
political or religious freedom ” 
says Warren E. Preece, who 
editied the new Britannica.

B rita n n ic a ’s 
14th 
edition, for instance, the article 
on Estonia was written by a 
scholar 
and 
th ere 
w ere 
references to rigged elections 
and mass deportations after the 
Red Army occupied Estonia. 
The new edition ignores all this. 
The Communist propaganda 
is not confined to articles about 
the soviet Union. The piece on 
Cuba, for instance, was written 
by 
Cuban Communists 
who 
denounce the United States for 
its occupation of the island early 
this century and for “ its 
un­ 
disguised hostility” toward the 
Castro regime. 
The Britannica treatm ent of 
the 
C om m unist 
world 
is 
dissected in a recent analysis by 
Prof. 
Romuald Misiunas 
of 
Williams College. Writing in the 
current issue of the “Slavic 
R eview ,” 
the 
q u a rte rly 
publication of the American 
Association 
for 
the 
Advan­ 
cem ent 
of 
Slavic 
Studies, 
Misiunas calls the Britannica 
articles “ the usual overdone 
statistical paean to an ever- 
rising 
stan d ard 
of 
living 
w rought 
through 
the 
beneficence of Soviet power.” 
He asserts that “ unqualified 
statem ents about elections to 
organs 
of 
political 
respon­ 
sibility, or about the size and 
activity of trade unions, in­ 
variably produce a distorted 
picture of the true state of af­ 
fairs.” 
Prof. Misiunas notes that the 
Britannica editors list as their 


guidelines 
“objectivity 
and 
neutrality.” All 15 articles on the 
Soviet 
Union, 
he 
say s, 
“demonstrate a clear disregard 
by the editors of the Britannica 
of their own guideliness.” 
Stung by the criticism of 
Misiunas and other scholars, 
Britannica

U.S. 
support for the 
dictatorship has never waned. 
Indeed, it’s getting stronger. 
The 
y ear 
a fte r 
Chilean 
strongman 
Augusto Pinochet 
took over, for example, U.S. 
economic assistance to Chile 
doubled from $9 8 million to 
$20 5 
million. 
According 
to 
current plans, Chile will get $77 
millionin 1976. 
Of this, $55 million in “Food 
for Peace” funds alone will be 
earm arked for Santiago. Chile, 
in short, will get an 85 per cent 
slice of the food aid that will be

D ecem ber 
30, 
1974, 
Congress cut off all military 
assistan ce 
to 
Chile. 
U ntil 
Congress intervened, however, 
military aid to Santiago was 
steadily climbing.

convention, the significant news 
in this political season was m ade 
off the auditorium floor where 
thousands of national AFL-CIO 
leaders met earlier this week. 
The news cam e from this 
city’s labor m ayor, Joe Alioto, 
who began talking of a Ted 
K ennedy-H ubert 
H um phrey 
n a tio n a l 
D e m o c r a tic 
presidential ticket in ’76. Alioto 
rarely fails 
to reflect labor 
sentiment, and for a few days it

And when this 
p re s id e n tia l 
fro n tru n n e r 
finished a sycophantic speech, 
sporadically 
applauded 
with 
brief sm a tte rin g 
of 
polite 
handclapping, Jackson was told 
teresely by Meany, thanks and 
good luck. Meany’s voice was as 
icy as an Alaskan pipeline leak -• 
and Meany obviously was telling 
the 
thousand 
delegates 
this 
Senator is on his own, his very 
own. 
And the Ted Kennedy talk 
persisted.

Democratic convention delegate 
seleption fight. 
Sure there was a posh cocktail 
party thrown for Scoop Jackson 
last Sunday night here by a 
handful of labor leaders 
But 
that 
was 
paid 
for by

good m aritim e 
Senator.” 
The key to labor's make-or- 
break political action next year 
is George Meany -- and not 
because he is the “ boss.” To 
fully 
understand 
this 
labor 
movement, one should realize 
that Meany is a consensus man, 
sometimes a consensus m aker 
am ong

pow erful 
colleagues,but 
always a con­ 


sensus taker amongst his peers.

CHICAGO - Employing a 
personal color consultant at $50 
for lVi hours of analysis may 
seem like the ultimate ex­ 
travagance. But Don Cardwell 
of California, who for 15 years 
has been advising people on 
colors to wear, claims he’s 
helped people save money by 
doing a better job or coor­ 
dinating their clothes. 
He punctures holes in some of 
the old color theories: 
A lot of people think fresh, 
clean white is easy to wear. He 
says, “It’s the most difficult 
shade for the most people. Black 
is easier to wear except for those 
with muddy complexions. White 
accentuates dark hollows under 
the eyes and ¡days up wrinkles 
in the face. It’s no wonder 
doctors and nurses tend to look 
tired. And, although black and 
white combinations are popular,

CHICAGO - Employing a 
personal color consultant at $50 
for 1*6 hours of analysis may 
seem 
like the ultimate ex­ 
travagance. But Don Cardwell 
of California, who for 15 years 
has been advising people on 
colors to wear, claims he’s 
helped people save money by 
doing a bettor job or coor­ 
dinating their clothes. 
He punctures holes in some of 
the old color theories: 
A lot of people think fresh, 
clean white is easy to wear. He 
says, “ It’s the m ost difficult 
shade for the most people. Black 
is easier to wear except for those 
with muddy complexions. White 
accentuates dark hollows under 
the eyes and plays up wrinkles 
in the face. It’s no wonder 
doctors and nurses tend to look 
tired. And, although black and 
white combinations are popular,

population.” 
He doesn’t think 
black is 
slenderizing. “Did you ever see 
a heavy person in black against 
a white wall? She looks just as 
heavy as ever. Color can’t take 
off weight as a diet can.

It will be no easy job to bag a turkey 
this fall with a bow. The odds are heavily 
in favor of the wary gam e birds.

It takes many hours of practice to be 
ready to hunt with a bow. It is the 
responsibility of any archer to work hard 
at reducing the chance of a poorly placed 
crippling arrow. Few archers should 
risk a shot beyond 35 yards. I have 


watched deer walk past me a t 50 yards 
when the tem ptation was great. But I 
have passed up such tem ptation knowing 
that the chance for a clean kill are slim. 
Practice with your bow a t various 
ranges up to 40 yards, and if you’ll be 
hunting from a tree stand, practice from 
a com parable height. W hether pursuing 
deer or turkey, never hunt with a 
Broadhead that is anything less than as 
sharp as you can m ake it. The difference 
in a clean kill, and lost gam e can lie in 
the sharpness of the broadhead. 
You don’t have to be rich to be a bow- 
hunter. A half dozen broadheads are 
sufficient, and you’ll need inexpensive 
accessories 
such 
as 
cam ouflaged 
clothing and bow cover, string silencers 
a/id bow-mounted quiver. 
But the rew ards are great. For three 
years I have hunted with a bow and I’ve 
riever killed a deer.

Are there any early 
symptoms and could uncon­ 
trolled diabetes be a con­ 
tributing factor along with 
some social drinking? A very 
dear friend, 65 years old, died of 
it and the resulting internal 
bleeding. 
Because it is often fatal and 
requires emergency treatment, 
your readers should be warned 
about it. 
D EA R R E A D E R - The term 
portal cirrhosis relates to the 
anatomic changes inside the 
liver that occur with the dis­ 
ease. Your liver is divided into 
numerous small lobes. You can 
see this separation under a 
microscope Between the lobes 
are veins that belong to the por­ 
tal circulation or branches of 
the portal vein. 
Cirrhosis means scarring of 
the liver. The scarring in portal 
cirrhosis occurs around the 
small portal veins or outside 
the small liver lobules. As the 
s c a r r in g in c re a s e s they 
separate the lobes, and the liver 
takes on a more lobular 
appearance. The scarring 
around the lobes causes the 
liver to contract eventually 
The scarring and compres­ 
sion also increases the pressure 
in the veins to the liver (portal 
circulation) and raise the 
pressure in these veins. This is 
called portal hypertension The 
s c a rre d 
tissu e l i t e r a l ly 
obstructs the flow of venous 
blood through the liver. This 
has the same effect you get in 
the arm when you constrict it. 
The veins in the arm pop out 


below the blood pressure cuff or 
the tourniquet used by a techni­ 
cian when drawing blood. 
In portal cirrhosis the con­ 
striction causes the veins in the 
lower esophagus and upper 
stomach to pop out. These are 
called esophageal or gastric 
varices. 
They are literally 
varicose veins of that area. As 
they stretch too much from 
pressure they may break and 
hemorrhage into the lower es­ 
ophagus or stomach. 
The other way liver disease 
can cause bleeding from any 
source is by affecting the nor­ 
mal chem ical process that 
enables blood to clot normally. 
Portal cirrhosis, also called 
Laennec’s cirrhosis, is usually 
caused by chronic use of 
alcohol, malnutrition or as a 
complication of viral hepatitis. 


Yes, it can occur as a complica­ 
tion of diabetes. You can have 
other forms or cirrhosis of the 
liver from entirely different 
causes, including biliary tract 
d isease a s s o c ia te d w ith 
gallstones and as a complica­ 
tion of long standing heart 
failure. 


In North Am erica alcohol 
causes 60 per cent of portal 
cirrhosis. The way to prevent 
this is obvious. It is a major 
cause of death in the United 
States, affecting particularly 
middle-aged and older men, but 
women can have it, too 
In 
nations where starvation and 
lack of protein are common 
nutritional problems, malnutri­ 
tion is the usual cause. 
Malnutrition may also com­ 
plicate other diseases leading 
to portal cirrhosis.

Nielsen Co., patterns which 
show at least nine new series in 
dire ratings straits since “ pre­ 
miere week” of last month. 
NBC already has axed two of 
those series — “ The Monte- 
fuscos” and “ Fay,” which were 
getting battered by CBS’ “ The 
Waltons” and ABC’s “ Barney 
Miller” and “ On the Rocks” in 
the Thursday night Nielsens.
